Pioneer Merchant 


One of Didsbury’s pioneer mer- 
chants, Mr. John Valentine Berscht, 
passed away at his home here on 
Sunday at the age of 85 years. 
Mr. Berscht came to Didsbury in 
1903 and made his home here until 
his death. 

Mr, Berscht, who was born in 
Wellesley, Ont., on November 6th, 
1892 came to this town with his wife 
in 1903, and first made shoes here, 
later establishing « shoe store and 
then expanding into the men's 
clothing business with his sons.

WHAT IS FALLOUT? 


Fallout is the term used to de- 
scribe radioactive particles, pro- 
duced by nuclear explosions, that 
fall to earth from the upper air. 
When the bomb explodes close to 
the earth, large y.antities of sail, 
rock an. Cobris cic Gvawn up into 
the ascending C.o After mixing 


with the highly radioactive ma- 
terial, particles fall back to earth 
and produce radioactive contami- 
nation. Some of the particles fall 
close to the paint af explosion, 
while others may drift downwind 
for many miles before settling to 
earth, 

A bomb exploded high in the air 
does not produce immediate serious 
fallout because there is no heavy 
debris taken up into the cloud to 
bring the radioactive material down 
to earth, The radioactive particles 
vend to remain suspended for days, 
months or years in the upper at- 
mosphere, where much of the radio- 
activity is lost marmiensly before 
settling to earth,

The walls 
of an ordinary frame house give 
some protection, 

You can also limit exposure by 
getting away from the source of 
radiation. Radiation is absorbed 
in the air and is significantly re- 
duced a few hundred feet from the 
source. 

How Will I Know 
If Fallout Is Coming? 

In the event of an enemy attack, 
Civil Defence officials and othe: 
wuthorities will issue instructions 
by all availiable means of communi- 
cation. Later you will receive in- 
formation based on the {findings o! 
aerial and ground monitors who 
will conduct surveys in the areas 
involved. The monitors will meas- 
ure the radiation from the fallout 
with instruments, to determine 
what further precautions, if any, 
ehould be taken. 

REMEMBER :- Fallout is odorless 
and may be invisible. It can be 
measured only with proper instru- 
ments. However, after an atomic 
attack, dust clouds or unusual dust 
concentrations in the atnosphere 
should be assumed to be radioactive 
until] they have been officially sur- 
veyed with instruments and found 
not to be radioactive.

FARMSTEAD SHELTERBELTS 

There's an enjoyable. progressive 
way of planting your sheiterbelis 
and it doesn't mean doing all the 
work in one year by yourself. De- 
termine what is wanted and  pos- 
sible in the way of shelterbelts. 

Set the best ideas down on graph 
paper, including presenti and pros- 
pective buildings drawn to scale. | 
If your shelterbelt is to act as a 
snow trap it must be at least 100 
feet from the ncarost building. The 
most important sides of a shelter- | 
belt are the north and west, as pre- | 
vailing winds strike there. | 

A depth of two rows, preferably 
3 or 4 is suggested, if room is avail- 
able. If only 2 rows are planted 
you might consider a low growing 


hedge, such as caragana or willow, | 
fast | 


with the second 
growing poplar. 

Where you have room for 4 rows 
or more you would then be wise to} 
include a row of slower growing 
maple, green ash or evergreen; pre- 
ferably Colorado spruce. The spac- 
ing between the trees in the row 
will vary from 1 to 1's feet for the 
caragana, 4 feet for willow and 6 
to 9 feet for the larger trees. 

You will be wise to allow plenty 
of space between the rows so that 
you can cultivate with the tractor 
and the regular field cultivator 
that you use. Rounded corners 
makes for easy cultivation. Having 
a plan will enable you to order the 
rooted trees well in advance and 
plant them over a period of years. 

Don't forget that the ground you 
intend to use for shelterbeltt must 
have been thoroughly summerfal- 
lowed and cleaned up from weeds 
wnd perennial grasses before your |

If the 
needles come off easily, the tree is 


dry and won't last long in your 


home, 

After you have bought your tree 
put it into cold storage. Make a 
fresh cut from the trunk bottom. 


Take off about an inch, sawing 


through at an angle. Set butt end 
of tree in a pail of water and etore 
in a cool place until you are ready 
to take it into the house. 
Christmas cookies can be made 
now and frozen, Saves a lot of time 
when that busy holiday week rolls 
around :- 
Walnut Seafoam Bars 
1 cup sifted all-purpose flour 
1, cup butter or margarine 
1/3 cup finely chopped walnuts 
'y cup light corn syrup 
2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
'y teaspoon maple extract 
1, teaspoon baking powder 
1/3 cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 
2 eggs, unbeaten 
‘4 cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 
', teaspoon salt 
2,3 cup coarsely chopped 
walnut 
Sift flour and baking powder to- 
gether. Work butter and sugar in 
a bow) until creamy; add flour and 
blend until mixture resembles 
coarse meal. Stir in 1/3 cup of the 
nuts, and press evenly over the 
bottom of a greased 12” by 7%" by 
2” baking dish. 
Bake in a moderate oven, 360 deg. 
F., 15 minutes until light brown. 
Meanwhile, make top layer, beat 
eggs till foamy, add next five in- 
erediants, spread over hot layer, 
then sprinkle with two-thirds cup 
coarsely chopped walnuts. Bake 25 
to 30 minutes longer. Cool in pans; 
cut into bars and remove from pan. 
Makes 20. 
Yuletide Almond Strips 
Cookies: 
% cup soft butter 
‘4 cup sugar 
1's cups sifted flour 
‘4 Usp. cup rolled oats 
Topping: 
1 egg white, slightly beaten 
2 tbsp. sugar, 
1, tsp, cinnamon 
1/3 cup ground almonds 
Beat butter. Add sugar; beat 
well. Sift flour with salt; add to 
butter mixture. Blend in oats. Roll 
out on a lightly floured board to 
1/8 inch thickness, Cut in strips 
1 inch by 3 inches, Place on un- 
greased cooky sheet. Brush each 
unbacked cooky lightly with egg 
white, Mix together sugar, cin- 
namon and ground almonds; — 
sprinkle on unbaked cookies. Bake 
at 375 degrees F. for 8 - 10 minutes. 
Makes three dozen bars.

The Fire Commissioner is appointed by the Provincial Secretary. He is in charge 
of that Branch of the Department which administers the Fire Prevention Aet and 
The Lightning Rod Act. The Fire Commissioner's Branch is well qualified in all phases 
of fire prevention and control, The inspection staff has experience and knowledge 
which is available to all Municipal Fire Chiefs throughout the province, if required. 
The assistance of the Department is especially beneficial to the volunteer fire 
brigades in smaller communities. The branch provides an educational program 
designed to familiarize firemen with the latest methods of fire fighting. Fire Preven- 
tion films are shown at meetings of interested loca! groups as well. Inspections of 
buildings are also regularly carried out in co-operation with the local fire depart- 
ment, Investigation into the origin and circumstances of fires frequently provides 
information which the Department finds valuable for fire prevention. Hospitals, 
schools and other public institutions are inspected for fire hazards and any necessary 
changes ordered for protection of life and property.
